Scream 
for your lives!’’, as the insectoid “thing” wrig- 
gled beneath the patrons’ seats and made them 
vibrate. 

The year before THE TINGLER I was the lit- 
erary agent responsible for the late Amelia Rey- 
nolds Long’s ‘"Thought-Monster” metamorpho- 
sizing from WEIRD TALES magazine into a 
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Set Design for Pneumatic Traveling Tubes in the Fantastic World of BARBARELLA. 


motion picture and the flying brain-things scar- 
ing audiences half to death. The film’s title was 
FIEND WITHOUT A FACE. 

But I personally found the first & fourth ap- 
pearances of the alien in ALIEN more terrifying 
than the king size centipede-hke spine-thing in 
THE TINGLER and the brain-beast of FIEND 
WITHOUT A FACE put together. 

By 4th appearance I mean the first was when 
the egg-pod burst and the embryonic alien snaps 
out; the second, when we see the starfish-like 
crustacean clamped on the ill-fated astronaut’s 
face; the third, when the crab-Uke thing sudden- 
ly drops from the ceiling; and the 4th— well, in 
case you haven’t seen the picture yet, I won’t 
spoil it by telling you when, where & how the 
alien makes its 4tli appearance. AU I’ll say is, 
you can begin to get nervous when the uncon- 
scious astronaut has seemingly recovered from 
the strange symbiotic attack of the creature and 
is having his first meal following the ordeal . . . 

Gad, I almost scared myself, just writing 
about it! 

i dare you to scare me 

I don’t scare easy. 

After aU, I’ve enjoyed a steady diet of fan- 
tastic films since 1922— age Wi. 

When you’ve seen Mary Philbin unmask Erik, 
THE PHANTOM OF THE OPERA, at age 8, 
and before your 10th birthday have seen the 


tyrex of THE LOST WORLD wreck London 
and you’ve viewed the fiery horrors of hell in 
DANTE’S INFERNO and the fire-breathing 
dragons of SIEGFRIED & THIEF OF 
BAGDAD; when, before you’re into your teens, 
you’ve loved LONDON AFTER MIDNIGHT 
and THE CAT & THE CANARY and THE 
MAN WHO LAUGHS; you’re pretty well -in- 
ured to scary stuff. 

In later years it took films like THE UNIN- 
VITED, THE CAT PEOPLE, THE HAUNT- 
ING, ROSEMARY’S BABY, THE EXOR-

And tho ALIEN is a horrific sf film in its own 
right— including the precedent of scenes of such 
a graphic & violent nature that its “R" rating 
will unfortunately prevent some of FM's readers 
from seeing it for a few years— it has recogniz- 
able roots in many scientifilms from STAR 
WARS & CLOSE ENCOUNTERS thru DARK

cobb job 

Ron Cobb, the genius whose work was intro- 
duced many years ago via FM covers, explains 
his function on ALIEN; 

“It was a job that kept expanding. 

“At first I was called in as an illustrator, a 
kind of general visualizer for the film and my 
design input on the sets but my ‘title’ remained 
somewhat the same. 

“Illustrators rarely get screen credit but I 
contributed quite a to the film and certain 
people on it were very pleased.” 

HRGiger of Switzerland, whose bizarre & 
startling paintings have appeared in Heavy 
Metal & Omni, created ALIEN’S large other- 
wordly monster from styrofoam at England’s 
far-famed Shepperton Studios. O’Bannon said of 
his performance, “It was incredible. Giger 
dresses aU in black leather and when you carve 
styrofoam it’s like snow and gets all over 
everything. And it was very hot & stuffy in the 
studio where he was working.” The result of the 
combination of these unfortunate factors was 
that when the artist emerged from the studio he 
was coated from head to toe not only in black 
but in an extra pelt of styrofoam! 

Slight of buUd, he resembled an emaciated 
Yeti who'd been tarred & feathered! 

mobius trip 

Jean Giraud, better known as “Mobius,” 
designed the peculiar spacesuits seen in 
ALIEN— bubble-helmeted, equipment-laden, 
with elbow & knee padding “lifted” from soccer 
gear, surreal plumes of vapor puffing forth at in- 
tervals from atop the life-support hoods like 
spurts of steam from miniature train smoke- 
stacks. 

After O’Bannon returned to the States, sev- 
eral changes were made in the script. 

Two of the crewmembers became women. 
Certain eccentric names of characters were 
changed.

Solidified thought! It looked something like a flying brain in FIEND WITHOUT A FACE

10 FROM NAVARONE and in the other he was 
a space commander in THE HUMANOID, an 
Italian sci-fic pic. 


Kiel also enjoyed recognition in films like 
THE HUMAN DUPLICATORS and the more 
recent SILVER STREAK. 

On TV you saw him in shows like 
GILLIGAN’S ISLAND & I SPY with Robert 
Culp & Bill Cosby. 

criminal comeback 

It’s often hard to bring a criminal back to the 
screen after one successful showing in a feature 
film.

Most of them were well-versed in radioactive 
materials & destruction. All of them had plans 
to destroy the world, or parts thereof. 

There were few exceptions.

haunts upon a time 

A haunted house in this day & age? 

The dream house that turned into a night- 
mare! 

Such is the stuff that THE AMITYVILLE 
HORROR is made of. 

American International, who recently brought 
us LOVE AT FIRST BITE with George Hamil- 
ton and later this year will unleash METEOR on 
the world, took on the task of turning Jay An- 
son’s book into a workable screen production 
suitable for today s audience. 

What is so strange about this particular movie 


is that it’s not a typical haunted house kind of 
film. 

It’s based on fact! 

The house actually exists in Long Island and a 
real family lived there for 28 terrifying clays. 

The house is a styUsh contemporary home sit- 
uated in the suburbs of Long Island. Outwardly 
it's a normal, everyday house. Nothing seems 
out of the ordinary. 

But the horror within was beyond human com- 
prehension because it was true\ 

Two years before George & Kathleen Lutz 
moved into the house a mass murder had taken 
place there. Even tho they knew about this they 
decided that the home was a lovely place to live 
and the price was certainly right. So they 
bought it and moved in. 

lutz get out of here 

Less than a month later— 28 days to be ex- 
act— they “fled in terror”. Shortly after another 
couple bought the house and stiU live there in 
apparent peace. They have had no trouble what- 
ever and don't really believe in the so-called un- 
explained happenings. But the Lutzes know 
better 

When they first moved into the quiet little 
house they began to settle in like any new home- 
owner would; setting up furniture, getting 
clothes organized and putting things in their 
place. 
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A dream house by day, by night Dracula would feel 
right at home ^thin its haunted walls. 


Shortly after things began to happen. 

Strange things. 

Things so bizarre that a priest was called in to 
counsel & console the Lutz family. 

In the film, actor J^d Steiger plays the part of 
Father Delaney. Steiger of course played in Ray 
Bradbury's THE ILLUSTRATED MAN and 
has been prominent in other films as well. 

Rod Steiger is a believer in things super- 
natural and does not scoff at the idea that there 
are some things that just can’t be explained by 
mere scientific means. 

Steiger counter 

As Father Delaney the trouble starts when he 
enters the Lutz home to bless the house, a 
custom among some families moving into a new 
home. 

He becomes very iU. 

There is no reason for him to be feehng 
anything but great but suddenly he is hit with a 
strange attack, an illness that just can’t be 
described. The house cannot be blessed. 

But that is only the beginning. 

The Father is attacked by a swarm of house 
flies. While nearly every house will have a fly or 
two at one time or another, this turns into a 
phantasm of buzzing insects. The house seems 
to come alive with flies! 

When he's driving his car another time, the 
steering wheel inexphcably breaks and he is 
nearly killed in the resulting accident. 

And when he is in the house he hears other- 
wordly voices and feels a presence he can’t seem 
to explain. 

In short time he is convinced that something 
is going on in this home that his priestly nature 
is not famihar with. 

And it’s something that not only scares him 


but causes him to devote fuU time to ridding the 
place of the menace. 

Whatever it may be! 

Father Delaney approaches his superiors at 
the church but they are skeptical. 

“Perhaps a vacation would do you some 
good! ’’ they tell him. 

But the Father knows. He was there. They 
haven’t explained the horror that he has seen & 
felt. 

a job for superman 

James BroUn plays the lead role of George 
Lutz. Brolin’s career goes back a few years and 
for sci-fi fans you can spot him in WAY, WAY 
OUT, a Jerry Lewis film. In that Brohn was an 
astronaut. 

He was also Dr. Kiley on TV’s Marcus Welby, 
MD. He’s also been involved in a number of TV 
movies & feature films and played the lead role 
in GABLE & LOMBARD where he portrayed 
Clark Gable. 

Margot Kidder plays Kathleen Lutz, the tor- 
mented wife who experiences the horror & terror 
of Amityville House. 

Margot was most recently in SUPERMAN as 
Lois Lane. 

She also had a memorable part in BLACK 
CHRISTMAS with Keir DuUea. 

What American International has done is col- 
lect a fine cast of actors & actresses and brought 
this best-selUng book to hfe. 

They did not use the actual house in Long 
Island primarily because it is now occupied. But 
they did find a suitable place in 'Toms River, 
New Jersey. There for several months the cast & 
crew set up shop and filmed the horrifying 
events told of in the book. 

Chaney, harloff & other 
haunters 

The haunted house theme is nothing new to 
movies. 

Things unknown & unseen terrors have 
haunted the screen for a number of years. 

Lon Chaney haunted the sewers beneath the 
Paris Opera House in PHANTOM OF THE 
OPERA. 

Boris Karloff was the deformed butler in THE 
OLD DARK HOUSE. 

The somnambuhst in CABINET OF DR. 
CALIGARI terrorized the countryside & a bed- 
room or two. 

Then, beginning with the Golden Age of Hor- 
ror we can look back on DRACULA & FRANK- 
ENSTEIN and all the sequels they spawned. 

The WOLF MAN had come to haunt us, as did 
a living MUMMY. We’ve had creatures & things 
of aU descriptions. And when the Space Age 
came in we were introduced to the Alien invader. 

THE UNINVITED (1944) featured Ray Mil- 
land in a chilling haunted house film. Strange 
noises & crying filled the cold, high house on the 
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cliff with the ocean beating against the shore far 
below. All in all it was an atmospheric & satisfy- 
ing fhm. 

Into the 1950s there was a mixture of films 
released to the eager public. 

phantoms of the 50s 

HOUSE OF WAX, while not a haunted house 
story, was filled with suspense & horror and 
filled the bills for us aU. 

William Castle gave us the HOUSE ON 
HAUNTED HILL with Vincent Price throwing 
a ghost party in a supposedly haunted house. 

The house was haunted alright— by Price & 
his wife. Everything that happened in Hill 
House that night was easily explained. 

Then there was THIRTEEN GHOSTS, about 
a house that was haunted, at least in the fiction 
of William Castle. In order to see the ghosts one 
had to wear a special pair of glasses. At the time 
the audience was given such a viewer, which en- 
abled them to see the ghosts as well. Or if they 
were too scared to see them they could look thru 
the other part of the viewer and see a blank 
screen. 

the spooky 60s & 70s 

One of the better haunted house films was the 
1963 production of THE HAUNTING. Here a 
group of people were invited to stay in a genuine 
haunted house. While we never actually saw 
anything such as a ghost or demon, we were 
frightened by the psychological terrors. We 
found that it was easy to scare ourselves just by 
imagining things. 

In 1973 two films came to scare us. One dealt 
with a mythical haunted house while the other 
was based on a true story. 

THE LEGEND OF HELL HOUSE featured a 
mansion hexed by a bizarre force. Murders & 
suicides abounded in Hell House and an eccen- 
tric millionaire sent a specially chosen group of 
people to this place to find out once & for all 

Is there such a thing as life after death? 

When things begin to fly around the room and 
a fireplace belched out a stream of fire & smoke 
and one of the girls was killed, the people were 
convinced there was a supernatural force in this 
cursed place. It was a terrifying experience for 
them all— and for the audience as well. 

The other film, THE EXORCIST, was based 
on a true story, which makes it very similar to 
THE AMITYVILLE HORROR. 

in the lair of blair 

Exorcist Max von Sydow is summoned to the 
home of Ellen Burstyn because her daughter 
Linda Blair has become “possessed”. The movie 
dealt reahstically with Blair’s possession in a 
step-by-step process carried out by the genius of 
Dick Smith’s makeup. 

THE EXORCIST caused quite a stir at the 
time because it was based on a true story and

because scenes depicted in the film were horrify- 
ing and grown men & women were known to 
scream or faint. 

Several demons inhabited Linda Blair’s body 
and a special exorcism was granted by the 
church. 

The older priest is killed by the demon- 
possessed Blair and the younger priest attacks 
the thing but all in vain. 

Finally the girls is cleansed of her affliction 
and all returns to normal. 

More or less . . . 

There was a sequel to the film. 

supernaturalism '79 

So the cycle leads up to AMITYVILLE in a 
most unlikely place. 

There are no Transylvanian mountains. 

No werewolves or Frankenstein monsters. 

No mad labs, ancient Egyptian curses or in- 
vaders from space. 

It happens now, today, in a world run by elec- 
tronic computers, transit systems, jets, modern 
conveniences. 

Modern man does not take much stock in the 
old beliefs, in demons or ghosts, in things super- 
natural. 

But man can change his mind! And by the 
time the Horrors of Amity vilie are over you may 
change your mind as well! Or your brand of anti- 
perspirant! 

kids but no kidding 

There are children involved in this movie but 
unlike THE EXORCIST where one child was af- 
fected, we now have 3! 

Natasha Ryan plays Amy Lutz, age 8, and 
Meeno Peluce is Matt Lutz, also 8 years old. The 
older child is played by K.C. Martel, who is Greg 
Lutz in the scream version. 

Natasha is quite a film veteran, having ap- 
peared in a number of TV & feature movies. She 
was seen in the successful terrorvision film Sybil 
and appeared in a daytime cry-fi series (soap 
opera). 

Meeno has turned up on various TV shows in- 
cluding The Incredible Hulk. He enjoyed work- 
ing on this movie and looks forward to doing more 
in the future. He says he has a number of hob- 
bies, one of which is astronomy. 

K.C. has been acting for a mere 2 years but so 
far has done quite well. He has appeared in a few 
TV shows including Wonder Woman and Lucan 
(The Wolfboy). 

fright at first site 

The site chosen to film HORROR was a good 
one. The community of Toms River is a thriving 
town situated very close to the Jersey shore. 
The location resembles Amity vilie, Long Island 
in many respects. 

The residents weren’t too sure just what was 
going on when they saw the house being re-

modelled to look like the famed haunted house in 
the book. But they soon adapted to the goings- 
on with actors & technicians running around set- 
ting up scenes. 

News of the filming made all the local papers 
and Toms River became somewhat of an instant 
attraction. Not too many years ago there was 
hardly anything there except a very small shore 
community. Today the area is alive with shop- 
ping centers, apartments, new homes & 
highways. 

To their newfound growth they can now add 
the shooting of AMITYVILLE HORROR. 
Tourists are already coming in to see the loca- 
tion and this summer should prove quite produc- 
tive for the town. 

This was Anson’s first book and his subject 
matter was a shocking one. There are still those 
people who don’t believe that any of it is true 
but for the participants in the 28 days of horror 
it is not only true, it's a living nightmare! 

fear today, gone tomorrow 

So what happened after the Lutz family “fled 


in terror”? Was the house torn down by the new 
owners? Did the horror continue? 

Like something from the pages of HPLove- 
craft a very strange thing happend. 

The noises & flying objects suddenly ceased! 

The new owners went on record as saying 
that the house is perfectly normal. They call it a 
lovely house. 

Author Jay Anson said that many times these 
manifestations end as suddenly as they begin. 
This must be the case. 

As for the Lutz family, they will no longer talk 
about it. They’ve told the story and those in- 
volved in their nightmare know the details and 
there it ends. 

But now, thanks to American International, 
the world will know of their plight. We will ex- 
perience the horror they felt for 28 days. 

We will experience the terror they endured for 
close to a month. 

The AMITYVILLE HORROR is just that: 
Horror! The emotion of fear expressed in this 
movie is made even more intense because it pur- 
portedly is true\

It was toward evening of the 3d & final day of 
a fine fantasy film fan convention, one of 3 a 
year sponsored by Doug Wright of Science Fic- 
tion, Horror & Fantasy Hall of Fame fame. 

I was in the Presidential Suite with FM’s pho- 
tographer, the author of “Rocket to the Rue 
Morgue”, actress Gloria LeRoy (of horror film 
TENDER FLESH) & others, ^ of us awaiting 
the arrival of Christopher Lee, to be briefly 
briefed before his talk to the eager crowd in the 
auditorium below. 

When Lee appeared he was, to my eyes, look- 
ing remarkably fit and I called across the room 
to him, saying, “You're looking mighty young, 
Chris!”

Fact: as a freewill, goodwill, service I have for- 
warded uncounted letters to Mr. Lee, sometimes 
even adding additional postage out of my own 
pocket, the same courtesy I extend to Peter 
Cushing, George Pal, Robert Bloch, Ray Brad- 
bury, Ray Harryhausen, Kirk Alyn & other per- 
sonalities in the fantasy film field. Vincent 
Price, for another example. I am scrupulously 
conscientious about protecting motion picture 
people’s privacy, to the extent that I, the 
creator of Vampirella, sat in silence for 3000 
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miles on an airplane flight next to BarbareUa 
(Jane Fonda), respecting her privacy altho I am 
a fan of hers and would have loved to have con- 
versed during the 5 hours or so she would have 
been a captive audience. 

Fact: in my files for years addresses of people 
like Fay Wray, Rick Baker, John Carradine et al 
have been in code so that even if someone sneak- 
ed an address or phone number out of my book it 
wouldn’t work! 

Nevertheless, there I was, sitting with 
(Easter) egg on my face, and ex-Dracula himself 
aU but sinking his fangs into me! 

“I received 1500 letters from Germany in the 
past 2 weeks," he continued. “Many of the 
writers said they acquired my address from 
you.”

DRACULA-PRINCE OF DARKNESS (1965), 
THE REPTILE (1966), THE TERRORNAUTS 
(1966), FRANKENSTEIN CREATED WO- 
MAN (1966), THEY CAME FROM BEYOND 
SPACE (1967), FIVE MILLION YEARS TO 
EARTH (1967), LEGEND OF THE 7 GOLDEN 
VAMPIRES (1973), and TO THE DEVIL-A 
DAUGHTER (1976). In recent years he had also 
been very much involved in the making of STAR 
WARS (1977) as weU as SUPERMAN. At the 
time of his death he was working on the soon-to- 
be-released DRACULA starring Frank Langella 
& Lord Laurence Ohvier. He was a great talent 
whose work wUl be sorely missed. 

A GREAT LOSS FROM STAR WARS 

JOHN BARRY, not to be confused with the 
songwriter of the same name, died in London 31 
May 79. He was only 43. 

With fellow workers at his bedside at the hos- 
pital, he expired as the result of a massive stroke

His last picture as Production Designer will be 
the THE EMPIRE STRIKES BACK, the se- 
cond in the series of STAR WARS movies. 

Prior to EMPIRE Barry was responsible for 
such blockbusters as STAR WARS, which won 
him an Academy Award for his efforts. STAR 
VVARS became one of the best-loved films of all 
time and Barry’s genius really paid off with this 
one. 

Barry also worked on Stanley Kubrick’s futur- 
isticlassic CLOCKWORK ORANGE, a bizarre 
look into the mad mod world of a senselessly 
violent decade-to-come. Once again his talents 
made this a memorable film. With Kubrick’s 
outstanding direction this 1971 production will 
be long regarded as a milestone in cinema 
history. 

Recently Barry worked on the phenomenal 
SUPERMAN; THE MOVIE. A shortime ago we 
lost another great man who also worked on SU- 
PERMAN, matte artist Les Bowie. 

There’s a movie being shot in Loudon right 
now featuring Farrah Fawcett-Majors called 
SATURN HI. It’s a new sci-fi feature that 
Barry wrote the screenplay for. 

Barry’s talents began surfacing in draftsman-

ship with the art department during the filming 
of CLEOPATRA (1963) starring Ehzabeth Tay- 
lor in the lead role. From there Barry worked has 
way up to production designer and participated 
in some of the greatest movies of all time. 

Lately he was named Second Unit Director on 
THE EMPIRE STRIKES BACK. 

He will be replaced of course but no one can 
really take his place. His work will long be re- 
membered by the fans & pros alike and his mem- 
ory win live on in the many movies he was a part 
of. 


STILL ANOTHER LOSS FROM 
STAR WARS 

On February 6, only a few short weeks after 
the death of Les Bowie, another special effects 
technician who worked on STAR WARS, Adam 
Beckett, died at the age of 29 in a fire at his 
home in California. Beckett, who had received a 
Hugo Award in 1974 for his short fihnaking, 
was head of the rotoscope special effects depart- 
ment and was responsible for many of the ani- 
mated special effects in STAR WARS, including 
the laser battles & explosions in space. 

2 VETERAN 

CINEMATOGRAPHERS DIE 

John F. Seitz, a cinematographer who had 
been nominated for 7 Academy Awards, died at 
the age of 86 on February 7th, in California. 
Seitz had photographed more than 300 films 
during his 70 years connected with the movie in- 
dustry. His camerawork was seen in 6 HOURS 
TO LIVE (1932), WHEN WORLDS COLLIDE 
(1951), THE ROCKET MAN (1953), INVAD- 
ERS FROM MARS (1953), and many others. 

On March 20, Winton C. Hoch, the man who 
photographed DR. CYCLOPS in 1940, died of a 
stroke in California at the age of 73. Hoch, who 
had received 3 Academy Awards as well as an 
Emmy for his work on Irwin Allen’s VOYAGE 
TO THE BOTTOM OF THE SEA television 
series during the 60s, was also the cinematog- 
rapher for THE LOST WORLD (1960) & ROB- 
INSON CRUSOE ON MARS (1964). 

6 SUPPORTING STARS DIE 

Edgar Buchanan, a character actor known pri- 
marily for his television roles, died on April 4 in 
CaUfomia at the age of 76. Buchanan had ap- 
peared in THE DEVIL’S PARTNER (1958) in 
the role of Doc. He was also featured in 1962 on 
an episode of Rod SerUng’s ’TWILIGHT ZONE 
entitled “The Last Rites of Jeff Myrtlebank” 
and later that same year in the Boris Karloff 
hosted TV series THRILLER, in an episode en- 
titled “TiU Death Do Us Part”. 

British actor John Robinson, known for his 
roles as villains in many British films, died at 
the age of 70 near London on March 6. Robinson 
had co-starred with Andre Morell, who died 
last year, in the BBC-TV series of the 1950s,

QUARTERMASS. He had also appeared in the 
1952 British film THE GHOST SHIP. 

On March 27, yet another veteran character 
actor with horror films to his credit passed on, 
Ronald Adam, a British actor who had appeared 
in many films since 1938, died in London at the 
age of 82. Adam’s screen credits included roles 
in 7 DAYS TO NOON (1950) and TOMB OF LI- 
GEIA (1964) with Vincent Price. He was also 
featured in the role of Eldridge Harper in 1963 ’s 
horror classic THE HAUNTING. 

Jane Hylton, 50, a British actress with major 
roles in several horror f ilms , died in Scotland on 
February 28. She appeared in CIRCUS OF 
HORRORS, a 1960 film concerning ghastly 
murders under the big top. In THE MANSTER 
(1962) she co-starred as the wife of an American 
reporter in Japan who had a hideous murdering 
creature growing from his shoulder. Miss Hyl- 
ton was also seen in HOUSE OF MYSTERY, a 
1961 British f ilm . 

Another British actress, 53-year-old Yvonne 
Mitchell, died on March 24 in London. She had 
been featured in two 1971 horror films, CRUCI- 
BLE OF HORROR & DEMONS OF THE 
MIND.

On February 3d, Joan Standing Pierce, an ac- 
tress from the early days of film, died at the age 
of 76 in Houston. She had appeared in a suppor- 
ting role in the original DRACULA (1931) with 
Bela Lugosi. 

DISNEY'S DIRECTOR & 

POE'S COMPOSER PASS ON 

On April 6th, Norman Tokar died in Los 
Angeles at the age of 59. Tokar had directed 
many films for W^t Disney Productions, includ- 
ing THE CAT FROM OUTER SPACE (1978), 
his last film, which he also co-produced. 

The last individual claimed by Prince Sirki 
during the early months of 1979 was Italian film 
composer Nino Rota. Rota, who received the 
Academy Award for his score for THE GOD- 
FATHER, had composed the scores for 
JULIET OF THE SPIRITS (1965) & SATYRI- 
CON (1969). He also composed the music for the 
segment of Edgar Allan Poe’s SPIRITS OF 
THE,:DEAD (1969) entitled “Toby Dammit”. 
This episode was based on the Poe short story 
“Never Bet the Devil Your Head”.
